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The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s).

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Claims 9-28 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory double patenting over 
claims 1-15 of U. S. Patent No. 7384107 since the claims, if allowed, would improperly 
extend the "right to exclude" already granted in the patent. 

The subject matter claimed in the instant application is fully disclosed in the patent and 
is covered by the patent since the patent and the application are claiming common 
subject matter, as follows: Paragraph 22 tells about the screens not touching the back 
wall. 

Furthermore, there is no apparent reason why applicant was prevented from 
presenting claims corresponding to those of the instant application during prosecution of 
the application which matured into a patent. See In re Schneller, 397 F.2d 350, 158 
USPQ 210 (CCPA 1968). See also MPEP § 804. 

Claims 9-28 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as 
being unpatentable over claims 1-15 of U.S. Patent No. 7384107 in view of. Huizenga 
4928833. Huizenga teaches a modular system of vertical panels 2,3,4, 
shelves 10a-e and hanging bars 14a, 13. The modular system can be organized in 
anycombination of components that suit the user. Huizenga does not teach that the screens 
do not touch the back wall. U.S. Patent No. 7384107 teaches that the screens do not touch the 
back wall. To modify Huizenga such that the screens do not touch the back wall for the purpose 
of ventilation would have been obvious for one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention.
